China is replacing her aging leaders with younger ones. Last 
week, after announcing the appointment of five new department 
heads under the State Council，China revealed that 26 of 29 
provinces and regions will have new jleaders. Chinese officials 
emphasized the new leaders are younger，experienced, and mostly 
college-educated. 


Ever Since Den8g Xiaoping returned to the political Scene，he 
has tried a number of ways to urge aging administrators and top 
millitary officers to retire. He created an advisory committee for 
Imany elderly stateSsmen to move up to，he promised housing and 
full pay for retiring officers，he suggested the retirement age be 
set at 63, and he ur8ed all departments at all levels to focus On 
leadership training - to train another tier of leaders to take OverT 
in a decade. 


Deng's task has not been an eaSy 0De. 

In feudal China，you didn'”t ask a duke,，a king or an emperor 
to retire. In a village clan，you didn't ask an elder to Step Slide. 
FEor centuries，Chinese elders have been revered for thelir age 3S 
well as for their wisdom and counsel. It is no easy task to 3aSK 
them to give up their power，title，Iank and move into 
retirement. 


China'"s_ Situation is similar to the _ Situation faced by many 
district and family associations in the Chinese American 
community. A few elders could control an association here for 
half a _ century，or more. Leadershlip changeSs will not happen 
until they pass away, Because of the lack of a gradual shifting 
of control and the absence of leadership training，many grOuUPS 
have found， to their dismay，that the new leaders are just as 
inexperlienced， power-hungry， reSsistant to change，and 
determined to shape another lifetime of dynastic rule. 


China readily admitted that the nation Suffered under 3 group 
of aging leaders，who decades ago fought well in wars，bnut 
unfortunately lacked the professional know-how to govern. 

China has learned her lesson.

Way of Chinese Voting

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
low voter reglstration Tate 
for Chinese Americans has 
always represented a challenge 
for the workers of the Chinese 
American Voter Education 
Committee (CAVEC). How- 
ever，the fact remains that 
over half -of the Chinese 
Americans in SF do not vote， 
and one has to ask why. 

Through interviews with a 
number of potential voters 
and CAVEC workers，E/W has 
learned that there are at 
least two major reasons 
preventing potential Chinese 
American voters from parti- 
cipating: 

One reason is ， that the 
Chinese Americans do not do 
Something for nothing.、 They 
need the information concern- 
ling what issues OrT candidates 
they are voting for，and what 
these issues or candidates have 
to do with them. 

The other Teason ls that 
there .js 3a cultural barrlier to 
becoming politically involved 
with the electoral process. 
They need to understand that 
America's voting procesSs is 
indeed different from getting 
involved in China's politics. 


INEFORMATION 


Several _ newly reglstered 
Chinese Americans told E/W 
that the reason they became 
interested was the information 
that there would probably be 
a Chinese candidate next year 
running for SF Supervisor. 

"This indicates not that

Minorities Knock 
New Rules For 
Voting Rights Act 


WASHINGTON - The Rea- 
ganD administration has pro- 
posed new rules for enforcing 
the Voting Rights Act which 
could make it more difficult 
for minority -groups to chal- 
lenge changes in state and 
local election 1laws. 

The proposed rules，which 
would go into effect next 
year，sState that 3a person or 
group Oopposing 8 change in 
local election laws must prove 
that the change would dis- 
criminate against a certain 
group. In the past，1local 
officials had to prove that the 
change would not be dis- 
criminatory. 

The proposals have been 
criticized by the League of 
Women Voters，the Mexican 
American Legal Defense and 
Educational Fund and other 
grOuUPS who Say the new rules 
will weaken enforcement of 
voting rights. 

Another change in the rules 
requires States and coun- 
ties with a history of dis- 
crimination to obtain per- 
mission from the Justice De- 
partment or the US District 
Court in Washington before 
any changes in local ,oting 
laws can go into effect. 

The rules also state that 
changes crdered by a federal 
court do noct have to be ap- 
proved in advance in Wash- 
ington. 


Parking Tickets 
Make Oakland 
Merchants See Red 


OAKLAND - The newly- 
formed Oakland Chinatown 
Chamber of Commerce is re- 
questing city officals to 
launch an inquiry into the 
Tecent increase of parking 
violations being issued in 
Chinatown， 

The group charges that the 
officers involved have "abso- 
lutely no compassion or con- 
Sideration for the facts sur- 
rounding the situation or for 
the people." 

According to the .merchants， 
Chinatown patrons have been 
cited for double parking 
while momentarily dropping 
Passengers off in the area.

SEATTLE - When Chinese 
are depicted lin fairy tales and 
other forms of children?s 
literature，the images are 
often stereotypic. Children 
notbgIivenethesbenefit of 
exposure to fuller depictions 
may develop prejudicial and 
discriminatory attitudes from 
these images， 

Historically， the Western 
world has held a very narrow 
View of Asia and Asians.，Pre- 
conceptions and assumptions 
led to Stereotypes and，because 
of 1ignorance，the Stereotypes 
gTrew. 

Hans Christian Andersen，a3 
prominent Danish writer in 
the early to mid-1800s，wrote a 
fairy tale called，"The Night- 
ingale,” which regularly used 
the _ term “Chinaman.” The 
term was not considered dero- 
8gatory until the 1920s. 

Andersen used phrases like， 
"they had all got tipSy upon 
tea，for that's quite the _ Chi- 
Dese fashion,"” and "Death nod- 
ded 1like a Chinaman to all 
they Salid.” These Stereotypes， 
drinking tea and constantly 
bowing，reflected Andersen?s 
perception of Chinese，a com- 
mon Western image of Chinese 
at the time. 

According to "Interracial 
Books for Children Bulletin," 
3a magazine ， which reviews 
children?s books，"We believe 
that the content of every book 
is Shaped by an author's or 
jllustrator'S values and as- 
umptions about life." 

TIhe "Bulletin"- asks，under a 
section ,about transcending ste- 
TeotypeSs，"Are the names and 
Speech of the characters atth- 
entic，or do they (like Gilbert 
and Sullivan's "Nanki-Poo") 
parody real Aslian names and 
Speech patterDSs?" 

George MacDonald's "The 
Light Princess,”for example， 


contains "two very wise 
Chinese philosophers --，by 
name Hum-Drum and 
Kopy-Keck.” These are not 


Chinese names，nor do they 
have any Chinese meaning; 
they were lnvented with no 
Teal knowledge of the Chinese 
l]anguage. 

The philosophers are asked 
by the king to help the prin- 
ceSS，who has 1lost all gravlty. 
The "Schemes of the equally 
unscupulous philosophers"” -- 
ideas like burying the princess 
alive for three years -- 3aT6 
rejected by the king. 

These one-dimensional 
Stereotypes persist even today. 

The "Bulletin”lists common 
Stereotypes; "Smiling， Serene， 
qulet， reserved， Short， 
buck-toothed， excessively 
obedient，PpasSsive，Sservile (3S 
shown through repeated bowsSs)， 
Subservient， mystical， 
philosophical， expert in 
martial arts，exotic “foreignersS” 
(even unto the second or third 
or jater generationSs)，faceless 
hordecssOoFasYellow Pernijis 
SIDistecrs SVGVIECTUCISROE Ai 
people who place jlittle value

on human 1ife.” 
Many of these Stereotypes 
appear directly or are implied 


in fairy tales. The two 
philosophers in "The Light 
Princess"” appear to "place 


”little value on human 1ife.” 


One of the most offensive 
children's books is "The Fiye 
Chinese Brothers,” written in 
1938 by Claire Huchet Bishop 
and Kurt Wiese. This book， 
conSsidered 3a "classic" by 
many，is printed in black aid 
bright yellow ink，The yellow 
is used to indicate the Skin 
color of the characters in the 
book. 

The Story Starts by describ- 
ing five Chinese brothers who 
look exactly alike，and they 
are jllustrated as having Smi- 
ling faces，slanty eyes，queues， 
and identical clothing with 
slits on the sides. The village 
people are also 1lllustrated as 
having the same Smiling， 
Slanty-eyed yellow faces， 
queues and clothing. 

The "Bulletin”mentions the 
importance of using diversity 
illustration: "Are Asian 
Americans all look-alikes 
(with bowl haircuts， Fnu 
Manchu mustaches，Mandarin 
jackets)? Are ASian 
Americans Shown to have a 
wide variety of Skin tones

people and ideas So that they 
4pppreciate diversity and 
develop sensitivlity to others，

Although most people think 
that there are too many 
Chinese TV stations and 
newSspapers for the Chinese 
population in SF，some hold 
that more competition makes 
80od ITV bpbrograms and 
newSspapersS. 

"Some decades ago，the 
largeSt Chinese newspaper 
here had only eight pages, The 
printing and layout were old- 
fashioned. Now we have more 
than 20 pages of good-quality 
newSspapers,”Said Maurice 下 . 
Chuck，publisher-editor of The 
San Francisco Journal. 

Chuck said that the key for 
a_ Chinese media organization 
to Survive here was to have 


close 1links with the local 
community's agencies and 
businesses. 


"A Chinese TV or newSpaper 
Should be able to fit the needs 
of the community，and receive 
its Support in Teturn. Solely 
depending on outside money is 
difficult,”he said. 

Declaring that the close of 
the SF'S CWT does not affect 
his business in， either a 
positive or a negative way， 
Eranklin Y，Wu，president of 
the Overseas Chinese TV，the 
oldest Chinese TV company in 
the Bay Area, Said that he felt 
very SOITTY about the closing of 
SFE'S CWT. 

"It is not a 8ood Sign,”he 
said. "Many people are 


tempted to try this industry 
without careful planning and 
adequate financial Support. 
While their Success would add

LONDON - All throughout 
are thousands of 
"Asian Britons”- for want of 
a _ better phrase， Some are 
only temporary visitors. 
Others， like the children 
raised in the numerous Indian 
cUIITY Shops，have been there 
for _ Several generations. 
Nevertheless, in terms of their 
development of an "Asian” or 
"Third World” consciousnesSS， 
they are, asS a whole, at least 3 
generation behind the "Asian 


American movement"” in the 
US. 
If the word "Asian” is used 


at all here，it refers only to 
Sikh， Moslem or Hindu peoples 
from the Indlian Subcontinent. 
As the number of Hong Kong 
Chinese increases， however， 
anticipating the return of that 
colony to China in 1997，more 
Britons are beginning to lump 
the Chinese into this category 
aS well.

LOS ANGELES - Asian wo0- 
men are_ Still Stereotyped as 
exotic and passive. Partly， 
this is due to an image perT- 
petuated by TV and movies， 
but it is partly because of 
Asian women's Own actions， 

In the past，the positive 
stereotype as coined by white 
America -- "ASian woOmen 3T6 
loyal and they don'"t make 
trouble"” helped Asian- 
women in employment and 
housing，but now it may have 
turned against them. 

Peggy Joslyn，a first gen- 
eration Chinese American， 
went from Bank of America to 
the vice presidency of the 
General Bank of Commerce in
